E ditor Ga ze tte:—The article in the 
D aily Recorder of the 17th inst, head­ 
ed “ Are Now in the List,” has the ear 
marks of 
its being worked and in­ 
tended as a pressure on the voters of 
the city in favor of the creation of an 
unnecessary burden of $55,000 on their 
property in building a new high school 
building. 
If the fact be as therein 
claimed, that our high school pupils 
unconditionally occupy the enviable 
position mentioned in such article, 
w ithout compromise of standing on 
the part of our state university, we 
should be glad. 
It shows the fact 
plainly; that under all the disadvan­ 
tages urged by those who have so un­ 
w isely tabooed our high school facil­ 
ities, its graduates have got there, 
not withstan ding. 
I decline to believe, though, that 
Professor Barnes—as im plicitly al­ 
leged, or any other person, w ith full 
knowledge of the seating capacity of 
the high school building, did or could 
have recommended its enlargement at 
this 
time 
to 
accomplishment of 
the purposes 
intended. 
This build­ 
ing 
as 
at 
present 
arranged 
has a suitable seating capicity to ac­ 
commodate 400 pupils at least, and 
additional room for all other neces­ 
sary purposes. 
The highest number 
o f high school pupils ever in attend­ 
ance, I have been informed, bas not 
exceeded 220, so I concluded that if 
Professor Barnes ever made the state­ 
m ent or recommendation, accredited 
to him by the article that the capac­ 
ity of the building should be now en­ 
larged, he was led so to do, believing 
th at all the pupils in attendance at 
such buildings, including the 
530 
pupils of the Third ward district, 
legitim ately belonged there, when in 
fact the 300 district pupils are there 
w ithout rights, except of temporary 
sufference. 
The article also claims the board of 
education to have done wisely in all 
w ays in providing for high school pur­ 
poses and building. 
It is to 
be pre­ 
sumed such claim is intended to cover 
w hat has been done in the sanitary 
arrangement and condition 
of the 
building and grounds, and if so, we 
are justified in the remark, that the 
m ost favorable sanitary location and 
conditions have been grossly perverted 
or neglected. 
It is understood that 
the entire sewage 
of the building 
is conducted from its basement into 
cess pools located in the immediate 
school grounds instead of through 
proper 
sewerage facilities to Rock 
river. 
And that but lately one 
of 
these cess pools was permitted to dis­ 
gorge itself 
over 
the 
surface 
of 
o f 
the 
school 
grounds 
and ad­ 
jacent street 
To relieve the locality 
of this condition of things, a new cess 
pool was sunk on such premises where­ 
in to discharge the contents of the over­ 
flown pool, thereby enlarging 
the 
nuiscance to the extent of the new pool 
and further, presumably to draw off 
from the school buildings the death 
dealing vapors constantly 
em inating 
from these pools; and delivering the 
same into the nostrils of the many 
pupils in attendance, and any other 
persons in the immediate neighbor­ 
hood, an iron pipe about four inches 
in diameter and extending above tne 
surface of the ground about one foot,

E aster services in the tabernacle to­ 
day were attended by immense audi­ 
ences. 
B eautiful floral decorations 
alm ost hid the pulpit from view, and 
the g reat organ gave forth its most 
rapturous strains in honor of the day. 
In the forenoon Rev. Dr. Talm age deliv­ 
ered an eloquent sermon, the tex t be­ 
ing taken from Genesis 23 : xvii, x v iii: 
“ And the field of Hebron, w hich was 
in M achpelah, 
w hich 
w as 
before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees th a t 
were in the field, th a t were in all the 
borders round about, were made sure 
unto A braham .” 
A t this E aster service I ask and an­ 
swer w hat may seem a novel question, 
b u t it w ill be found, before I get 
through, a practical and useful and 
trem endous question: 
W hat w ill res­ 
urrection day do fo r,th e cem eteries? 
First, I rem ark, it w ill be their super­ 
nal beautification. 
At certain seasons 
it is custom ary iii nil lands to strew 
flowers over the m ounds of the d ep art­ 
ed. 
It may have been suggested by 
the fact th a t Christ's tom b was in a 
garden. 
And when I say garden I do 
not mean a garden of these latitudes. 
T he late frosts of spring and the early 
frosts of autum n are so near each other 
th a t there are only a few m onths of 
flowers in the field. 
All the flowers 
we see to-day had to be petted and 
coaxed and put under shelter, or they 
would not have bloomed a t all. They 
are the children of the conservatories. 
B ut a t this season and through the 
m ost of the year, the Holy Land is all 
ablush w ith floral opulence. 
You find all the royal fam ily of 
flowers there, some th a t you supposed 
indigenous to the far north, and others 
indigenous to the far south—the daisy 
and hyacinth, crocus and anemone, 
tulip and w ater lily, geranium and 
ranunculus, m ignonette 
and 
sweet 
m arjoram . 
In the college at Beyrout 
you m ay see Dr. Post’s collection of 
about eighteen hundred kinds of Holy 
Land flowers; w hile am ong trees are 
the oaks of frozen climes, and the 
tam arisk of the tropics, w alnut and 
willow, ivy and haw thorne, ash and 
elder, 
pine and sycamore. 
If such 
floral and botanical beauties are the 
wild grow ths of the field, think of 
w hat a garden m ust be in Palestine! 
And in such a garden Jesus Christ 
slept after, on the soldier's spear, his 
last drop of blood had coagulated. 
And then see how appropriate th a t all 
our cem eteries should be lloralized and 
tree shaded. 
In June Greenwood is 
Brooklyn's garden. 
‘‘Well, 
then,” you say, “how can 
you make out th a t the resurrection 
day w ill beautify 
the 
cem eteries? 
W ill it n ot leave them a plowed up 
ground? On th a t day there w ill be an 
earthquake, and will not this split the 
polished A berdeen granite, as well as 
the plain slab th a t can afford but two 
words, ‘Our M ary,’ or ‘Our Charley?' " 
Well, I w ill tell you how resurrection 
day will beautify all the cemeteries. 
It will be bjr bringing up the faces 
th a t were to us once, 
and in our 
memories are to us now, more beauti­ 
ful than any calla lily, and the forms 
th a t are to us more graceful than any 
willow by the waters. 
Can you think 
of anything more beautiful than the 
reappearance of those from whom we 
have been parted? 
I do not 
care 
which way the tree falls 
in 
the blast 
of the judgm ent hurricane, or if the 
plow share th a t day shall tu rn under 
the last rose leaf and the last china 
aster, if out of the broken sod shall 
come the bodies of our loved ones not 
dam aged, b u t irradiated. 
The idea of the resurrection gets 
easier to understand as I hear the 
phonograph unroll 
some voice th a t 
talked into it a year ago, ju st before 
our friend's decease. 
You touch the 
lever, and then come forth the very 
tones, the very song of the person th a t 
breathed into it once, b u t is now de 
parted. 
If a m an can do that, can not 
A lm ighty God, w ithout half trying, 
retu rn the voice of your departed? 
And if he can retu rn the voice, why 
not the lips and the tongue and the 
th ro a t th a t fashioned the voice? 
And 
if the lips and the tongue and the 
throat, why not the brain th a t bug 
gested the words? 
And if the brain, 
w hy not the nerves, of w hich the 
brain is the headquarters? 
And if he 
can retu rn the nerves, w hy not the 
muscles, 
w hich are less ingenious? 
And if the muscles, why not the bones, 
th a t are less w onderful? And if the 
voice and the brain and the muscles 
and the bones, why not the entire 
body? 
If m an can do the phonograph. 
God can do the resurrection. 
W ill it be the same body th at in the 
last day shall be reanim ated? 
Yes, 
b u t infinitely improved. 
Our bodies 
change every seven years, and yet in 
one sense it is the same body. 
On my 
w rist and the second finger of my 
rig h t hand there is a scar. 
I made 
th a t a t twelve years of age, when, dis­ 
gusted 
a t 
the 
presence 
of two 
w arts, 
I took a red hot iron and 
burned them off and 
burned them 
o u t 
Since then my body has changed 
a t least a half dozen times, but those 
scars prove it is the same body. 
We 
never lose our iilentity. 
lf God can 
and does sometimes rebuild a man five, 
six, ten times, in this world, is it mys­ 
terious th a t he eau rebuild him once 
more, and th a t in the resurrection? 
f he can do it ten times, I think he 
can do it eleven times. 
Then look at 
the 
seventeen 
year locusts. 
For 
seventeen years gone, a t the end o:: 
seventeen years they appear, and by 
rubbing the hind leg against the wing 
mane th at rattle at which all the hus­ 


bandm en and vine dressers trem ble as 
the insectile host takes up the mar_*h 
of devastation. 
Resurrection 
every 
seventeen years, a w onderful fact! 
A nother consideration makes the idea 
of resurrection easier. 
God 
made 
Adam. 
Ile was not fashioned after 
any model. 
There had never been a 
hum an organism , and so there was 
nothing to copy. 
At the first attem p t 
God made a perfect man. 
lie made 
him out of the d ust of the earth. 
Jf 
out of ordinary dust of the earth and 
w ithout a model God could make a 
perfect man, surely out of the ex tra­ 
ordinary dust of m ortal body, and 
w ith m illions of models, God can make 
each one of us a perfect being in the 
resurrection. 
Surely the last under­ 
taking would not be g reater than the 
first. 
See the gospel algebra; ordinary 
dust m inus a model equals a perfect 
man; extraordinary dust and plus a 
model 
equals a resurrection body. 
M ysteries about it? 
yes; th a t is 
one reason why I believe it. 
It would 
not be much of a God who could do 
things only as far as I can understand 
M ysteries? 
Oh. yes; 
but no more 
about the resurrection of your body 
than about its present existence. 
I w ill explain toyou the last H isto ry 
of the resurrection, and make it as plain 
to you as th a t two and two m ake four, 
if you will tell me how your mind, 
which is entirely independent of your 
body, can act upon your body so th a t 
at your will your eyes open, or your 
foot walks, or your hand is extended. 
So I find nothing in the Bible sta te ­ 
m ent concerning the resurrection th at 
staggers me for a m om ent All doubts 
clear from my mind. 
I say th a t the 
cemeteries, however beautiful now, 
w ill be more beautiful w hen the bodies 
of our loved ones come up, in the m orn­ 
ing of the resurrection. 
They w ill come in improved condi­ 
tion. 
They w ill come up rested. 
The 
m ost of them lay down at the last very 
tired. 
How' often you have heard 
them say, “ I am so tired!” 
The fact 
is, it is a tired world. 
If I should go 
through this audience, and go round 
the world, I could not find a person in 
any style of life ignorant of the sensa­ 
tion of fatigue. 
I do not believe there 
are fifty persons in this audience who 
are not tired. 
Your head is tired, or 
your back is tired, or your foot is tired, 
or your brain is tired, or your nerves 
are tired. 
Long journeying, or busi­ 
ness 
application, 
or 
bereavement, 
or sickness has put on you heavy 
weights. 
So the vast m ajority of 
those who w ent out of this world w ent 
out fatigued. 
A bout the poorest place 
to rest in is this world.

•.he candidate for the offiOe and make a (X ) cross in the square at the right of 
it. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner.

spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in itd 
stead, bat not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes’ time is 
allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist
